For ifa Subject be never 
fo grave and uleful, and carry in it never fo clear and perfect a Dee 
monitration, yet if it be not pertinently worded, fo as to have a cer= 
tain Power and Efficacy upon the Underftanding, but be deliver’d in 
a tumultuous and disjoiated Phrafe,, it will either not be underftood 
or difregarded, and not work the expected effect. Among the Greeks 
and Latins wo are better deferving, both for the Elegancy of their — 
 Stile,-and the Noblenefsa@@ she Things that they delivered, than | 
Plato, Xenophon, Thue; B, Liviu, Cicero and Saluftius, Neither 
does our own “ation want thole who may be compared with the 
bett of the Ancients, both for the truth and foundnels of their mat- 
‘ter, ‘and likewife for their Elegancy, Fluency and Happinefs of Ex~ 
preffion. So that our Language may now be faid, not only to equal 
any iviodern Tongue fpoken in Europe, but even the Greek and Latin 
it felf. As tothe nice Diflindion which fome have made between — 
Language and Speech, it may be affirmed, that whatever kind of 
Speech is generally ufed inany Country, that may properly be called 
a Language. For if the commixture of a Language efteem’d the moft. 
Ancient, with that of a bordering or invading Nation, caufe it to 
. degenerate into a Speech, even the Latzn Tongue may come under that 
Denoniination, «tince it is not difficult to prove the defcent of that 
from a far more Ancient Language than it felf ; For that which was 
{poken at ‘he Expulfion of the Targuins, and the fetting up the Roman 
Kepublick, was lo aitered in the time of Pelibius, 350 Years after, as 
hardly to be underiiood 5, and trom the Building of Rome by Romulus, 
it mutt have fuffered a far greater Change ; yet was fo far from be- 
‘ing thought corrupted by this Alteration, that it was judged not 4 | 
have attained the height of Rlegance till the time of Cicero, whic 
was {ome Hundred of Years after that. Aud if Time is fo far from 
_ depraving, that it refines a Language, much more certainly does it © 
-. {weeten and foften thofe rough Accents which are peculiat to the 
Northerly Countries, by coming from the more Southerly and Civil 
Climates.

red Languages) are the Teutonick or Dutch, the Sclavonian, the Cane

Mother Tongues, and thofe which appear compounded of any of 
them, or derived from them, fome call Dialeés ; the difference being 
not fo great, as renders them unintelligible to each other 5 for a 
Dialed is only the fame Language fpoken with fome {mall difference 
in feveral parts of a Nation, by pronouncing a Vowel either broader 
or finer ; as the People of Somerfet/bire {peak differently from thofe at 
London, yet both eatily underftand each other : And fothe People of

Florence trom thofe at Rome, yet differ no more than the Doric, Jonic, 
Attick and Aolick Dialeds did in the Greek Tongue. 02 
~ It is not to be doubted, but the Language originally fpoken in 
this Nation, was the Ancient Briti/b, which fome affirm was very 
“Near, if not the fame with the Celtick 3 both thefe People being called 
Celta by the Ancient Greeks; and Verflegan, with other Judicious 
Enquirers, feem truly to affirm, that theBritaims were anciently de- 
{cended from the Gauls, and that Brug (eho was rather a Gallic than 
a Trojan Prince) changed the name of Alpiow into that of Britain. 
But it is evident, that there hardly remains any Track or Footflep 
of the Brith Tongue in the Language fpoken at this day in the main 
part of England, it having continued entire, from the Saxon Conquett 
to this very time, in that part commonly called Cambro. Britannia, ot 
Wales, which being a Mountainous Country, and difficult of Accefs, 
was only left Unconquer’d, when the Saxons got poficflion of all the 
reft of the Ifland, and to which a great number of the Natives be- 
took themfelves for Refuge, preferving both their ancient Race and 
Speech, which from the Country Wales is now called Wel.

The Saxons having totally fubverted the &r7t7/) Empire, they not 
only changed the Language, but the very name of Britain, and call’d 
it Anglia, or England, trom their Ancient Habitation in Germany near 
the Baltick Sea: From whence it is manifeit, that our Language de- 
_ Aives its Original from the Dutch or Teutonick, which feems to be of 
§teater Antiquity than any other now {poken in Europe, and to have 
continued the fame without any ¢onfiderable-alteration, and in the 
Jame Country where it was planted for feveral Ages: Nay, Becanns 
aifirms, that it was the firft Language in the World, and {poken by 
_ Adam in Paradife : “And though of late times we have entertained 
io many Foreign words, yet we may find, that the moft Material or 
Vulgar, are either meer Dutch, or plainly derived from it, as Man, 
Bird, Stone, Oak, Wind, Earth, Heaven, &c. Words that imply a 
Relation, as, Father, Mother, Son, Daughter, &c. And words of One 
Syllable, as, Give, Love, What, Mine, Thine, This, That ; which are fo 
fignificant, that they exprefs more in One, than other Tongues do

_ _ Some have been of the Opinion, that thisTanovation of Foreign - 

Words, does blemifh and deprave our Language; but as the words 

, BEL at _. which 
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which we have adopted unto it from the Latin, as wellas from fe 


veral of our Neighbour Nations, are generally of a foft and even 
Sound, without Harfhnefs or Barbarifm ; they muft-needs mollifie 
the Tongue to which they are incorporated and accommodated by 
Jong Ufe :° So that by this means, thele Foreigners, inftead of de- 
tracting any thing from our Language, add Copioufnefs and Variety 
thereto. For he that compares the beft Zzgli/>) now written, with 


that writ Three or Four Ages ago, muft extreamly doat upon Anti- — 


quity, if he will not acknowledge the prefent much more {mooth and 
grateful tothe Ear. And tho’ Spencer's Poem of the Fany Queen, is 
much valued by fome for his frequent ufing of old and obfolete Fx- 
preflions, yet others account it the greateft blemith therein, though 


otherwife very ingenious, it being equally faulty to adhere ob{ti- » 


nately to words out of .wle.as fondly to affect new ones. 
. Now it is apparent, that there are few Nations in Europe, befides 
others in Afia, from whom we have not borrowed feveral words; as 
from the Italian, Spanifp, French, Duzch, Germans, Turks, Perflans, Eaft- 
Tudians, &c. and likewile from thofe called the Learned Languages, 
as the Hebrew, Caldaick, Gieek and Latin, as appears by a great 
number of Words in this Book, whofe Derivations are fet down, 
This Inundation,. or New World of Words, occafion’d our Author 
Mr. E4w. Cocker, whowas Famous for Wiiting and drithmetick, to 
undertake this moft neceflary Work, that fo Englifymen might under- 
fiand their own Language : For though many of thefe are by 
long Cuftom ingrafted into our Tongue, and become free Denizens, 
without any diftinction between. them and the Native.Words, and 
_ are familiarly underftood by the moft unlearned People, yer there are

Altho’ the former Edition of this Ditionary hath found good 
Acceptance, yet it feems much more commodious to alter fomewhat

dered the King with many 
Wounds in 1436. ‘The 
Lords detelting this bloody 
Aifaffination, ufed fuch di- 
ligence, that the Earl of 
Athol was taken, and pu- 
nifhed 3 Days with ex- 
quifite Tortures; on the 
firft he was hoifted up 
with a Crane, and fud- 
denly let downagain, which 
dif-jointed his Bones ; on 
the fecond he was crowned 
with a red hot Diadem, 
with this Motto, . The Ring 
of all Traytors ; a Wizard 
having affured him he 
fhould be Crowned before

was laid naked on a Scaf 
fold, his Belly ript up, and 
his Bowels burnt before his 
Eyes 5. laftly, his Head

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Dowelas, who after a feem- 
ing Reconciliation, was in- 
vited by the Chancellor to 
Edenburgh Caftle, with his 
Brother David, and en- 
tertained with pretended 
Kindnefs, but in the midft 
ot the Banguet a Bulls 
Head was brought in, and 
fet Wetore Dowglas, a fure 
Sign in thofe Days of im- 
mediate Execution 3 the 
E. daunted at this horrible 
fight, leap’d from the Ta- 
ble to defend himfelf, but 
was feized, and himfelf, 


his Brother, with Malcolm. 


Flemming beheaded. The 
King fome Years after 
marched into England, to 
detend himfelt againft the 
Forces of K. Edward IVth, 
and beteiged Roxborough 
Caftle, and being well 
fkill’d in fhooting, as he 
was ftanding near a Can- 
non, which was over- 
charged, the piece broke 
and killed him. 

James III. Of 7 Years 
of Age was proclaimed 
King, and his Mother, in- 
ftead of Wémanifh Lamen- 
tations, carried him to the 
Seige of Koxborough, to en- 
courage his Nobility and 
Soldiers to profecute the 
fame, which they did with 
fuch Vigour, that ic was 
taken and razed to the 


Ground. About this time . 


a Thief who lived private- 
in a Cave, was taken, and 
with his Wife and Chil- 
dren burnt alive, having 


}-ufed many Years to kill 


young People and eat them, 
The King entertaining mean 
Fellows into his Council, 
and flighting the Nobility, 
they made an Infurreétion, 
and he raifing Forces a- 
gainft them, a great Bat- 
tel was fought at Ban- 
nocksbourn, where the King 
being vanquifh’d,fled intoa 
Mill, and, being found 
he was flain, and left ftark 


ad 
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naked, in the 29th Year 
of his Reign, 1481. 

Fames IV. about 16 years 
old was next advanced to 
the Throne, who before 
joined with the Nobility 
again{t his Father,and wore 
an Iron Chain about his 
Middle in token of Peni. 
tence. After his Corona. 
tion the Earl of Lindfey 
and Lord Lijle, though in 
the Field with him at the 
flaughter of his Father, not 
finding things as they ex. 
Pected,raifed an Army,car= 
tying the late Kings bloody 
Shirt before them as a 
Banner, but the young King 
utterly ‘defeated them at 
Lollymofs : Soon after the 


‘King married Margaret the 


Daughter of K. Henry VII, 
by which the Family of the 
Stewarts, after that of the 
Tudors was extin& in Q, 
Elizabeth, fucceeded to the 
Crown of England. Kins 
Henry VIII. {ucceeding his 
Father, a Difference arofe 
between him and the Scots, 
and K, James with all the 
Power of his Kingdom 
marched into England, a- 
gainft whom: the Earl of 
Surrey raifed a puiflant Are 
my, and at Flodden Fielg 
a bloody Battle was fought, 
wherein above 1300 Scors 
with the King himélf , 
were flain, and not above 
200 Enelifp, in. the 25th 
Year of his Reign, and the 
39th of his Age, 1512. 
Fames V. his Son, a 
Child of a Year and g 
Months old, was by his 
Mother, with the Reme 
nant of the Nobility who 
efcaped in the late Battle, 
crowned K. of ‘Scorland, 
the Queen being chofen 
Regent during his -Minori« 
ty: When-he was grown 
up, K. Henry VIM. feare 
ing the Emperors and the 
French Kings Defigns a. 
gaintt him, for throwing

defired K. ‘James to meet 
him at York, about Mat-

James VI. of Scotland,

which many Contefs arofe 
in Matters of Religion, 
fome Lords being for re- 
formed Epifcopacy, and 
others for the Presbyte- 
rean Difcipline of Calvin 
in Genevz. In 1603. News 
came that Q. Elizabeth was 
dead,and had declared him 
her Succeffor, which over- 
joyed the Scorch, Nobility, 
who were of Opinion that 
the Peers of Englana would 
never acknowledve fhe was 
dead, fo long as there was 
any old Woman alive in 
the Kingdom to wear good 
Clothes, and take the 
Name of Queen upon her, 
Two Years after the hor- 
tid Gun-powder Treafon, 
contrived by the Papifts, 
was difcovered March 274 
1625, The King died at 
Theobald’s, in the Soth 
Year of his Age, and the 
22d of his Reign, 

James Vilth of Scop 
land, and Id of England, 
fucceeded his Brother 
Charles Id, being the fe- 
cond Son of K. Charles I, 
Feb. 6. 1685. and declar’d 
himfelf a Roman Catho- 
lick. Soon after Titus 
Oates, who had difcovered 
the Popifh Plot in 1687, 
was whipe from Newzaze 
to Fyburzy upon an Ac- 
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eufation of Perjury. May 
20. the Earl: of Agile 
landed in Scotland, and the 
D. of Monmouth in Der= 
Setfoire, with fome {nsall 
Forces, who were foon de- 
feated, and they boch be~ 
headed. In 1688. the No=- 
bility and Gentry of Ents 
land, upon the King’s af- 
fuming a difpenfing Power 
fo all Laws, employing 


_Papifts, and publifhing a 


Declamation of Liberty of 
Contcience, contrary there- 
unto, with many other Ine 
fractions of the Conttitu« 
tion of the Government, 
invited the P. of Grange 
fo come over to deliver 
them, as they declared, 
from Popery and Slavery 
who accordingly landed 
with about 13000 Men, 
but the King’s Army de- 
ferting him, he went. into 
France, carrying the Child, 
whom he cail’d Prince of 
Wales, (but his Birth 
fufpetted) along with him, 
and the P. of Orange with 
his Princefs were declar’d 
K. and. Q. ‘of England. 
Two Years after K. fames 
landed with fome French 
Forces in Ireland, and had 
reduced the whole King~ 
dom almoft, but kK. 1W4/- 
liam having defeated his 
Army at the Boyn, he re-- 
turned to France, where he 
continued tor 11 or 12 
Years, and dyed there. 
Fane, Queen of England, 
the Third Wife ot King 
Henry VIII, (after the Di- 
vorce of Q. Katherine of 
Spain, and beheading the 
virtuous Queen Anne Bul- 
len) whom he married 
foon afrer this bloody 
Tragedy, though poffibly 
he was not more hurried

Parliament then made, they 
Petition the King to mar-

In 
his Time Rome was plun- 
dred by Alaricus, a Gee 
neral of the Huns. He 
died 417. 

Innocent Ii. was ope 
pofed by an Anti-Pope 4- 
nacletus, who forced In- 
nocent to fly into Germanys 
The Emperor Lotharins ree 


feated him, but Roger K. of 
“Sicily imprifoned him and 


his Cardinals, till he made 


him pronounce Koger King 


of both Siciliess where 


upon Sicily was reckoned:

means, and finally fmo. 
thered by his Baftard Adan. 
fred. We was the only Pa- 
tron of the ¢ Orders of 
sine Locufts, Domini. 
@an, Carmelites and Augu/ti- 
méans: He quarrelled with 
our Kebert Groftbead, Bi- 
Shop of Lincoln, who cone 
temned his Execommunica- 
tions, and after his Death 
is faid to have minded the 
ope of his latter end, by 
2thump of his Side with 
_ his Croziers Staff, and this 
Stem, Come miferable Wretch 
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ars: He endeavoured to 


. fettle Pcace among all, but 


died within the Year. . 

_ Innocent VI, wasan Eng- 
: life Man’s Son, though born 
in Franee. John de. Rupe 
, foreto!d fuch fhrewd things 
of Antichrift, which pro- 
ved afterward too true, 
: that he was burnt at Avig- 
nione This Pop: graced the 
Lance, and the Nails that 
tormented our Saviour, 
which he pretended to have 
got, with an Holiday. 
This was in 1362. 

Innocent VII. an Italian, 
was chofen Pope in 1404, 
but quarrelling with the 
Citizens ot Rome, by rca- 
fon his Nephew Lewis had 
treacheroufly butchered 
fome of them, he was for- 
ced to fly to Viterbinum, but 
returning , he demanded 
half of all Ecciefiaftical 
Revenues, but was ftourly 
denied both in France and 
England. 

Innocent VILL. a dull ig- 
norant Blockhead, who 
would take aCup too much 
in the midit of the greateft 
Affairs. He was prodigal 
to his Baftard Brood, of 
whom the Poet Mantua 
writes thus : 

Eight Lads and twice four 

Girls Pope Innocent gor, 

And might nor Rome him 

Father call? Why not? © 
He died in 1492. . 

Innocent 1X. could not 
hold the Chair about two 
Months, yet exprefs’d his 
hatred to the King of Na- 
war, afterward Henry 4th 
of France, and a good 
liking of the Jefuits. Ic 
may be obferved- here, to 
fhew she frailey of our 
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humane Condition, and . 
poor affurance of continue . 
ing great Places, that one 
Year, four Months, and 
three Days, made an end 
of four Popes. He left 
the World 1591. 

Innocent X. was fuch a- 
nother dull Soul: He was 
very ‘amiliar with his Bro, 
ther’s Wife, named Don- 
na Olympia, who made 
Bifhops, purchafed Prin- 
cipalities, and managed all 
Affairs in the Church, to | 
the great Scandal of the, 
Romanifts. He was told 
once, That the Proteftancs 
at Geneva had a&ed a Play 
there, where he and Ol;m- 
pia were brought upon the »

Thefe Combinations torced 
him, after interdi@ing the 
Realm 6 Years, 3 Months, 
and 16 Days, to tender 
the Ctown to Pandulphus, 
the Pope’s Legate, and 
take it again upon promife 
of paying athoufand Marks 
a Year, which fo exaf{pe- 
rated the Barons againft 
him, (though it obliged 
the Clergy) that they cal- 
led in the French to affitt 
them again{t him 3 but af« 
ter ten Years all thefe 
Troubles ceafed, yet the 
Clergy would by no means 
be reconciled to him, their 
Hatred being fo inveterate, 
that he was poyfoned by 
Simon a Monk at Swinftead 
Abbey, near Lincoln, who 
after poyfoned himfelf.

King Alfred reigned in 
England in» 872. Three 
Danifh Kings invaded him 
at once with innumerable 
Forces, whom he defeated 
feven times in one Year, 


Particularly at Wilton, Exe- 


ter and Abington 5 but they 
poured in fo many freth 
Forces, that not being able 
to withftand them, he was 
obliged toleave his People 


and lurk in the Marfhes in’ 


Somerfet {hire : from whence 


foon after, in the Habit of 


a Fidler, he returned a- 
mong his Enemies, and 
finding the carelefs Pofture 


they were in, returns to | 


his Forces, and furprizeth 
them unawares, {cattering 
their Army, and taking 
Kufan the Danifh Banner, 


which had a Raven of 


Weedlework in it, and was 
thought to carry Succefs 
along with it: Hethereby 
fo difcouraged them, that 
they could not quickly 
unite to trouble him. He 
was counted a pious Prince, 
allotting 8 Hours in che 
Day for Devotion and Con- 
templation, 8 for Sleep 
and Refrefhment, and the 
3 remaining for Managing 
the Affairs of his King- 
dom, which he left in 
Peace at his Death,

King Careticus, a Brio 
tif Prince, reigned in 586. 
at which time the Saxons 

baying 
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having got footing in Eng 
land, obferving the Di- 
vifions between the King 
and his Subje&s by his 
Male-Admini‘tration, they 
aim at the Conqueft of all 
Fingland, and by the af- 
fiftance of Gurmiundus, an 
Arch-pirate of Norway, 
forced Careticus to fly 
to. Chichefter in Suffex, 
where the Befiegers by ty- 
ing Fire to Sparrows, and 
letting them fly into the 
Thatch*d-Houfes and Straw 
inthe Town, quickly burnt 
it down; the King efcapes 
into Wales, which with the 
County of Cornwall, were 
the only Dominions left 
to the poor Britains; and 
the Saxons taking in all 
places without refiiance, 
named the Country Hen- 
gift Land, from their chief 
Commander, now called 
England, °. 
i King Cadwan, Duke of 
North Wales fucceeds him 
in 613. In his Reigh 4u- 
fiin the Monk, whom Pope 
Gregory had fent to con- 
vert the Saxons to Chri- 
ftianity, had a meeting 
with the Brizi(s Bifhops at 
Auftin’s Oak in Worcefter- 
hire, but they being un- 
willing to be fubje& to the 
See of Rome, no Agtee- 
ment was made between 
them: Soon after a Ma- 
ffacre was exeeuted upon 
the harmlefs Monks of 
Bangor, wherein 2000 were 
flain (fome fay by Aufin’s 
inftigation ) by Etheifred 
the Pagan King of Nor~ 
thumberland. This barba- 
rous Cruelty Cadwan raifes 
Forces to revenge; but ar 
length the Matter was ta~ 


ked up by Mediation,' and 


his Son 

King Cadwalle fucceeded 
him in 635. He joining 
with Penda King ot Mercia, 
killed Edw'% King of Nore 
shumbbertand, and his Sop 
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Osfresd, in the Battle of 
Heathfield ; A noble Prince, 
and a great Detender of 
his Country, and Scourge 
of their Adverfaries : His 
Son 

King Cadwallader proved 
not fo fuccefsful , who 
reigned in. 683. though at 
the beginning he was vi- 


Gorious ‘over thofe Saxons : 


that oppofed him. In a 
gveat Famine that fell up- 
on all his Territories he 
was forced with his Nobles 
to forfake his Country, 
and fojourn vvith his Co- 
fen Allan K. of Little Bri- 
tain, (novv Brittany) in 
France. Being about to re- 
turn to relieve his Sub- 
je@s, he is diverted by a 
Dream, (fome fay by the 
appearance of an Angel) 
and fo goes to Rome on 
Pilgrimage, dies, and is 
there buried. the laft of 
the Britify Monarchs be- 
ing interred vvith him: 
Such influence had Dreams, 
forged Apparitions , and 
Delufions upon fuperfti- 
tious Difpofitions in that 
Ages: Poe 
King Duffe reigned in 
Scotland in 959. Soon af- 
ter he came to the Crovvn 
he fell. fick of a languifh- 
ing unknown Difeate, his 
Body confuming away, 
though he looked and eat 
well, fo that it was thought 
fupernatural 3 and in a 
while a difcovery was made 
ofa parcel of Witches, 
who were found roafting 


“an Image of Wax by the 


Fire, refembling the Kings 
Perfon, bafting it with a 
certain Liquor, and mum- 
bling fome Words of En- 
chantment, who. being tar 
ken, confefs’d that their 
Defign was. to‘ deftroy the 
King,. for. as that. Image 
wafted, fo did the Kings 
Body $ and that the Lords 
Murreyland hired them to 


$- 
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do it. They being burnt 
for their Villany, the King 
was as abfolutely treed 
from his Diftemper as if 
he had never been ill. He 
then purfued the Rebels in 
Murrayland, and caufed di- 
vers of the young Nobili- 
ty to be hanged, and fome 
akin to Donnald his chief 
Favourite, who being in- 
raged that the King would 
hot pardon them, and by 
the Inftigation of his Wite, 
hired four of his Servants 
to murder him, who en- 
tring his Chamber, cut his 
Throat as he lay fleeping, 
and turning the Courfe of 
a little River, duig a deep 
hole in the Channel, and 
there buried him. Doz- 
nald in the mean time 
continued amongft the 
Guard all Night, and next 
Morning upon the Out- 
cry made that the King. 


- was murther’d, none feem- 


ed more earneft to difco- 
ver the Traytors, killing 
the Chamberlain, as. guil- 
ty of this -heinous Crime, 
but his over-diligence cau- 
fed {ufpicion in the Lords, 
though none durft accufe 
him. -Six Months after 
this horrid Villany the Sun 
did not fhine by Day, nor 
the Moon by Night, Thun- 
derings, Lightning, and 
Tempeft raged continually, 
which was attributed to the 
Anger of Heaven for this 
netarious Deed: So. that 
Cullen, Succeffor to King 
Duffe, fiezing . Donnald’s 
Wife , the. confeffed . all, 
and her . Husband being 
beat back by Storm from 
the .Coaft of Norway, de# 
figning . to efcape, was 
made Prifoner, and foon 
after the -four Murtherers 
being taken, they were all 
hanged and quartered, and 
the King’s Body being ta< 
ken up; was buried at 
lig 4 Bing 
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King Edear, a Saxon 


onarch, reigned in Eng~ 
land in 959. Being at 
Andover in Wiltfbire, he 
courted the Daughter of a 
Weftern Duke, and her 
Mother not daring to deny 
him, put one of her 
Chamber-Maids upon him, 
who liked her fo well that 
he kept her for his Con- 
cubine : But more tragical 
was that of the D. of De- 
vonfhire’s Daughter, whofe 
Husband he flew, becanfe 
he had deceived him, by 
faying fhe was not fo hand- 
fome as was reported, and 
fo marrying her, which the 
King upon teeing her, ree 
fented fo much, that he 
killed him in Hunting. 
To tree his Country from 
Wolves he enjoined the 
*P. of North Wales to bring 
him 300 ~Wolf’s Skins 
yearly, asa Tribute, which 
foon deftroyed the whole 
Breed ; He had feven Pet- 
ty Kings to row his Barge 
on the River Dee, to fhew 
his Greatnefs. His Son 
King Edward fucceeded 
him in 975. In whofe 
Time St. Dunftan was very 
zealous againft the mar- 
ried Clergy, and it was 
decided in his favour by a 
Wooden Image, which ne~ 
ver fpoke before nor af- 
ter; and at another Meet- 
ang the Houfe fell, and 
Dunftan was miraculoufly 
Ppreferved, which ruined 
the married Prieft’s Caufe, 
though there was mani- 
feft delufion in both Cafes, 
‘This young K. was ftabb’d 
to Death by his Step- 
mother’s Treachery, while 
he was drinking a .Cup 
of Wine on’ Horfe- 
‘back, coming in ‘kindnefs 
to vific her, whereby fainr- 
‘ing and falling off his 
“Horfe, he was dragg’d to 
Death by his Foot en= 
tangled in the Stirup, This 
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made a bloody way to the 
Succefiion of his Brother 

King Egelred , or Ethel- 
ved, the Son ot his Step- 
mother in 987. but the 
Danes were {o infolent, that 
he was obliged to pure, 
chafe his Peace with great 
Sums of Money, to the 
impoverifhing theKingdom. 


.To put a Period to this 


un{ufferable Vaflalage, a 
bleody Maffacre was exe~ 
cuted upon them by 
the King’s fecret Commil~ 
fion on St. Brice’s Day. 
The Danes exafperated to 
Revenge, pour in nume- 
tous Forces under Swatn 
their King, and lay the 
Country defolate; and af- 
ter him Canurus his Son 
arrives with greater Forces. 
The King dyes after a lin- 
gering Sicknefs, and 

King Edmmand, firnamed 
Tronfide, fucceeded him in 
101. who raifed the Siege 
of London, defeated, the 
valiant Canutus four times 
in plain Field, and might 
probably have rid England 
of him, had not the Tray- 
tor Edrick, and others of 
the perfidious Clergy and 
Nobility,  fecretly. affifted 
him. In a Duel between 
him and Canurus in the 
Ifle of Alney, he conquer’d 
the ftout Dane, and it was 
ftipulated to divide the 
Kingdom between them, 
buc the villanous Duké 
FEdrie contrived to haye 
Eamond murder’d by a 
Lance thruft up into his 
Body as he was at the 
Vaule, and prefented his 
Head to Canurus, who had 
his own Head advanced 
(upon a Pole) above the 
re{t of the Rebel Peers, as 
was promifed him; an 


| Advancement fit for the 


Betrayers of their King and 
Countrey. 

King Edward 1. called 
Lengfhanks from bis tall 
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thin Mature, ficceeded Ke 
Henry 111d, his Father int 
1273. He brexght the 
Welfb with their valiant 
Prince Levwellin into fub= 
jeGtion, conquered Scor= 
land, and carried away 
the Marble Chair in which 
the Kings ot Scorland wied 
to be Crowned: In the 
Parliament at Lincoln, on 
the Petition of the Peers, 
he utterly renounced 
the fupream Authority 
of Pope Boniface. He ba~ 
nifhed the ews for their 
Exaétions, and cenfured the 
Judges and Officers tor 
their Corruptions. Upon 
his Death-bed charged his 
Son nor to reeai irom ba~ 
nifhment Pearce Gave- 
ften, who by his vile Ex- 
ample, and Inftigation, led 
the young Prince into all 
manner of Lewdnefs and 
Debauchery : However he 
left him his Succeffor, by 

the Name of 
Kine Edward Ud, fir- 
named Carnarvan, i 1207> 
being born in that Town, 
and ftiled by his Father 
Prince of Wales, for the 
Helfh Nation till that time 
unwilling to fubmic to the 
Yoke of Strangers, K. Eda 
ward fo ordered it, that 
his Queen was delivered of 
her firft Son at* Carnarvan 
Caftle: He then demand- 
ed of the Helfe if they 
would be contented to fub= 
ject themfelves to one of 
their own Nation, that 
was born in their own 
Country, could not {peak 
a Word of Englifh, nor 
ever told a Lye in_his 
Life ; which they readily 
confented to, and then he 
produced. his new born Son, 
and atrerwards created him 
Prince of Wales, and be= 
ftowed on him all the 
Lands, Honours, and Re- 
venues belonging to thar 
Principality. This King 
Ye} Ed- 
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Edward IL. againft his Oath 
cecalisthe villanousGavefton 
from banifhment, permits 
him ta convey beyond Sea 
his Jewels, with a Table 
. and Treffels all of beaten 
Gold, Gavefton being be- 
headed by the Barons, he 
takes. the Spencer?s Father 
and Son to be his Favou- 
wites, more lewd, if pof- 
fible, than Gavefton: He 
received three notable De- 
feats from the Scots, the 
Parliament get the Spen- 
cers banifhed, the King 
recals them; the Barons 
are worlted, who took up 
Arms in their. own De- 
fence, and 22 of them were 
beheaded. The Spencers 
Were afterward taken and 
hanged, and the King is 
depofedin Parliament, and 
Being a Prifoner in Berkely 
Cajtle,. he was there bar- 
darouily murdered, as is 
xeported, by having a red 
hot Spit .cthruft: into. his 
Fundament, and his Son 
King Edward Ud is ad- 
vanced to the. Trone: He 
furprized Mortimer , his 
Mothers Favourite, and ex- 
ecuted him at Tybur2, who 
by his pernicious {pelling 
had caufed his Father to be 
made away, by {ending 
this Order, with 2 double- 
meaning to his Keepers,

In his old Age he was 
much abufed by a Strum- 
pet Alice Pears; atter he 
had {een the Death of ‘his 
vittorious Son Edward the 
Black Prince, he died at 
ebis Palace of Sheen in Sur- 
rey in 137 8.

Beuchamp BE. of Warwick 


Blgodfhed uncrowns him, 
and reftores K. Henry Vith 
again. Edward afterward, 
by the affiftance of his 
Friends, overthrows War 
wick and his Accomplices, 
kills him in Barner Ficlds, 
and K. Henryis taken and 
murther’a in the Tower 
by Crook-back’d Richard ; 
his own Brother George D. 
of Clarence is imprifoned in 
the Tower, and murdered 
upon a Dream the King 
had, as *tis faid, that aG 
fhould ruin him and his 
Family, but proved to be 
Richard Duke ot Gloucefter : 
The King upon this fell 
fick, and it was thought 
was murdered by the fame 
Hand, leavingthe Crown to 
King Edward Vth, his 
Son, in‘1433, about 12 
Years of Age, who coming 
from ‘Lsdlow to.

King Edward VIth, the 
only Son of K. Henry VIII.

He was Crown- 
cd in the s1th Year of 
his Age, Edward Seymour 
D. of Sonerfer, his Uncle, 
was made Proteétor, and 
bis other Uncle Thomas 
Lord Admiral, but Diffen- 
tions arifing between them 
by the idle Quarrels of 
Wives about Pre. 
heminence, was the Ruin 
of them both; for their 
Enemies taking hold of this 
Difference, contrived at® 
length to bring the firft to 
the Block for Treafon, and 
the fecond for Felony. This 
young King purged the 
Church from Popifh Su- 
perftition, and fettled the 
Reformation, but died ip 
the 17th Year of his Age, 
after be had reigned 6 
Years and 5 Months,
